In North Africa 


The following letter was receiv­ 
ed recently by Jeeee and Ammi 
Ttner, of Comanche, from their 
nephew. Private Pint Class Lays 
W. Samuels who is with the AJB>. 
in North Africa: 
North Africa 
May 30. 1043 
Dear Uncles: 
I hadn’t realised that it has 
been ten days since 1 wrote to 
J you. We have been sort of rest­ 
ing up and taking it easy dnce 
our part of the Tusisian campaign 
ended and the time just slipped 
by. We are now allowed to tell 
our experiences in this campaign 
but I hardly know where to start 
or how much to try to write. 
There has been plenty of exciting 
and trying times such as going 
up into a German held mountain 
pass and getting into position to 
await Oerman tanks which were 
expected to push through; us­ 
ually getting shelled by those 
famous M’s when we were In 
position like that; which was most 
of the time since we came up 
front; we slept, as the saying 
goes, with one eye open and I 
have gone as much as two weeks 
without even pulling my shoes 
off. We didn’t know what time 
a bunch of tanks might start 
through. But the good Lord has 
blessed us In that we haven't had 
to fight any tanks. Aunt Rachel 
wrote me a letter the 3Sth of 


Ihole got a little deeper each tlm- 
a shell burst near, ft never seem­ 
ed quite deep enough. We •fie 
never bombed though they did 
bomb ним of our boys within 
sight of us several times.
